2) How many "disappeareds" have there been since the 
Junta came to power? 

(On the above questions anything you could provide, sub- 
staniated or not, would be helpful. The questions come 
up, and I simply have no answers.) 

3) What is the membership of the various human rights 
groups operating in Argentina, and how do they manage to 
avoid extreme-right retribution squads? 

I've a million more questions, but they can wait until I 
come down - when, I don’t know.
